1 . Applicants' response to the last Office Action, filed 01/17/2008 has been 
entered and made of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1 , 5, 9 are allowable over the prior art of record. 
Claims 2-4, 14; 6-8, 15; 10-12, 16, depend from Claims 1, 5, 8 

respectively and are thus allowed. Independent Claims 1 , 5, 9 recite the 
limitations of: "the operating means does not utilize all the N x M kernel 
coefficients for said multiplication."
